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HEARING FROM SAN FRANCISCO 
| We felt sure that, sooner or later, 
{the San Franciscans would feel com- 
elled to make some tart allusions | 
ltg the temblor which shook things up 
bit about Los Angeles a week ago, 
id here it is. The Chronicle could 
ot overlook such an opportunity, 
hile even here at home it had been 
bserved that the Angeleno papers 
|did emphasize the quaking spot as 
| being entirely outside that city’s lim- 
its. The Chronicle puts it this way: 

Los Angeles now makes it plain 
that Inglewood, the center of 
the various earthquake shocks 
that have alarmed her tourist 
population during the last two 
days, is not part of the ‘city. The 
fact is, as we recall it, that In- 
elewood is one of the suburbs 
that refused to be swallowed up 
when the great annexation cam- 
paign was on and now makes 
one of the re-entrant polygons 
that give the map of the South- 
ern California metropolis such 
‘a picture-puzzle appearance. 

But why this solicitude on the 
part of Los Angeles to deny that 
Inglewood is a part of it, an 
act so out of character with the 
all-claiming southern tendency? 
Though there have been repeat- 
ed shocks in thelast two days and 
the inhabitants of Inglewood are 
reported to be camping out, the 
iremors have amountea to noth- 
ing. True, they have shaken 
down some of the false front con- 
struction common to all boom 
towns, but they do not appear 
to have endangered.any one. We 
doubt if they have frightened any 
one unless it be at Inglewood, 
where the inhabitants may be ex- 
cused for fearing bricks from 
their chimneys, assuming that 
they have ick chimneys. We 
see no vision of Los Angeles de- 
serted and grass growing in the 
streets because of a tourist ex- 
odus. The thing has been noth- 
ing to make a fuss about, and 
particularly too slight to make it 
worth while to shove it all on 
poor little Inglewood. This sub- 
urb may feel that it is being 
punished because it refused to be 
annexed, and that may make it 
harder to bring it into the fold 
when the next expansion cam- 
paign is on. Los Angeles should 
be more considerate, in its own 
interest. 

But to tell the truth, the Los An- 
geles papers did report the quake 
more fully than might have been ex- 
pected from journals in a city which 
lives off the tourist and in which 
nothing is ever permitted to go 
wrong. The one thing that they put 
the soft pedal on was the panic that 
followed the shock. Crowds in the 
movie theatres, in dining rooms and 
Fiother places of assembly sought the 
streets with such celerity that the 
marvel is that all reached the pave- 
ment without injury in the jam. As 
for substantial damage, there was 
none—in Los Angeles.—San _ Bernar- 
dino Sun.

courage the sentiment in favor of 
beer and light wines in cafes and 
restaurants. You have read how 
they are doing in San Francisco. If 
we elect a wet president and enough 
wet men to congress you see what 
we will have to expect. 

“Then there is the child welfare 
question. One-fourth of a cent was 
appropriated to each woman and 
child, against the billions for liquor. 
If your hog gets sick you can send 
to Washington for information and 
things to help your sick hog, but 
only one-fourth of a cent has been 
appropriated for your child. What 
has this to do with the W. C. T. U.? 
After the war we looked into the fu- 
ture as sc many of the churches are 
looking, and the W. C. T. U. has 
come te realize that a great thing 
must be done. In the schools we 
have had the placement of Scientific 
Temperance, which has done much 
and we must see that it is kept there. 
The boys have been taught the ef- 
fects of alcohol and these same boys 
have now grown to manhood, and 
voted this 18th amendment and we 
must educate the younger generation 
so that they will keep the amend- 
ment. 

“Then there is the work among the 
foreign people. Have you ever Vis- 
ited the foreigner in any of your 
cities? In Los Angeles? In these 
foreign settlements you never hear 
a word of English spoken. There 
is nothing but foreign environment 
and foreign ideals Do you know 
there are something like 15,000 for- 
eign newspapers printed? These same 
people must grow up and become citi- 
zens of our nation. So this is the 
Americanization work we must do. 
After a certain age every foreign 
should be compelled to read and 
write the English language, for they 
expect to become voters. 

“Do you know that we, as an or- 
ganization, are now recognized all 
over the world? England, along with 
some cf the other nations, is asking 
for cur help. So the W. C. T. U,, 


as a national organization, has set 
out to get a million dollars, a small 
sum compared with some of the sums 
the church organization are raising, 
but we Lope to do much toward these 


departments of work just mentioned. 

“Do you know that if you stood 
upon a hill and could see the whole 
world go by, that every fourth per- 
son would be a Chinaman? And do 
you know that from California men 
are going to erect in China three 
one-million dollar breweries? Our 
boys died and lay on Flanders Field

OVER 20,000 ARE AFFECTED IN 
PAY RULE FOR WOMEN 


Orders effective July 31, establish- 
ing a minimum wage ranging from 
$10 to $16 a week for women and 
minors employed in California stores 
of all characters, were made public 
by the State Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission at San Francisco this week. 
More than 20,000 workers are affected. 

Apprentices under 18 years of age 
must be paid $10 and 18 or over $12 
a week. The $10 wage must be rais- 
ed to $12 at the end of the first six 
months and $14 at the end of a 
year. The workers under the $12 in- 
itial wage must be raised to $14 at 
the end of the first three months and 
to $16 at the end of the next three 
months. 

No employer may employ as ap- 
prentices more than one-third of the 
total number of his women and fe- 
male minor workers. The appren- 
tices. must be registered with the 
commission within two weeks after 
employment. 

Apprentices may be employed in 
store offices provided that their 
number does not exceed one-third of 
the total number of female office 


workers. Adult apprentices in store

|offices must be paid $12 a week for 


the first three months, $14 for the 
next three months and thereafter the! 
regular $16 ‘minimum. Apprentice 
minors in offices must: be paid $10, 
$11, $12 and $14 respectively for the; 
first four periods of employment! 
each of three months. Adult part- 
time workers must be paid 40c and 
minor parttime workers 30c an hour. | 





; Adult special workers who are em- 


ployed for a period of less than a 
week are entitled to not less than 
$2.66 2-3 a day and minor special 
workers $2 a day. 

Millinery apprentices in mercantile 
establishments must be paid not less 
than $8 a week for the first four 
weeks, $9 for the second four weeks 
and $10 for the third four weeks. 
The number of such apprentices is 
limited to one-third of the total force 
of the millinery workers.

MAKE THOROUGH INSPEC. 
TION OF TIRES 


“It is a good idea to make a thor- 
ough insude inspection of your tires 
every 2,000 miles if you wish to pro- 
long the mileage service,’ declares 
J. Lynward Grahame, local distributor 
of Norwalk Tires and Tubes. “With 
nnety Ber cent of a tire’s wear 
occuring beneath the rubber tread it 
is of extreme importance that every 
precaution be taken to protect the 
casing inside as well as outside. 

“Stone bruises are very elusive and 
are apt to give trouble, causing an 
untimely blowout if allowed to go 
unnoticed. A stone bruise or sharp 
pinch is very apt to cause a slight 
break on the fabric layers on the in- 
side next to- the tube without injur- 
ing the tread surface in the least. 
For this reason we recommend regu- 
lar inspection of tires 2000 miles and 
if any interior bruises or breaks are 
revealed they should be repaired or 4 
protecting shoe or insert placed to 
protect the tube. 

“Bven the smallest break will of- 
times cause a blowout. The tube 
being under heavy pressure will 
gradually work its way into a tiny 
break in the fabric and sooner or 
later blow out unless a shoe or in- 
sert is set in. If the proper inflation 
is given to a tire there !s least dang- 
er of stone bruises. It is when a 
tire. carries an excess of air that 
stone bruises are most likely to oc- 
cur. The motorist should never 
guess at inflation. A dollar or so in- 
vested in an air gauge will earn its 
cost back to the owner many times 
by the increased mileage delivered 
by proper inflation.”
